monuments" 
of 
Home 
now threatened 
by 
approaching 
battie. It 
has been preserv ed to 
remind 
the world of the 
glories of that great pa­ 
gan city which flourished where the City 
of the Popes now stands. 
But 
it took 
the Nazis 
to remind 
the 
world also of the brutal sport that used to 
attract 
howling thousands 
to the great 
arena. And there are 
probably few more 
barbarous 
chapters in the 
Colosseum's 
bloody history than that added in the y ear 
1044 when, according to Sw iss dispatches, 
8 00 hostages were murdered 
there in re­ 
prisal for a patriotic 
uprising against the 
German conquerors. 
In fact, the ancient contests of the gladi­ 
ators seems 
almost merciful by 
compar­ 
ison. These men at 
least were armed and 
giv en 
a fair chance to defend their liv es. 
Many were crim inals 
already condemned 
to die. All, when wounded, had 
the right 
of appeal to the 
mercy of the spectators. 
And surely the mob 
did not alw ay s turn 
thumbs down. 
No, the Nazi chapter in Colosseum his­ 
tory belongs with those of early Christian 
marty rdom. Those brav e 
professors of a 
new faith were “ enem ies of the established 
order.” That 
was their crime. That 
was 
also the crime of 
the 300 v ictim s 
of the 
N azis. It w as not a m atter of whether they 
had shot 
the guns or thrown 
the bombs 
that killed 38 German soldiers and Fascist 
m ilitiam en. They were 
chosen to fulfill a 
promised ten-to-one reprisal because they 
had fled Fascism when M ussolini fell, or 
because, like 
stout-hearted old 
Vittorio 
Orlando, they had alw ay s resisted it. 
In their 
death the Romans may 
now 
•ee and taste the 
fruit which in tw o dec­ 
ades has sprung from the seed of Fascism . 
The N azis hav e turned back the pages 
of Rome’s history to a tim e of cruelty and 
oppression 
which Rome had 
forgotten. 
W ild beasts in the second 
century or ma­ 
chine guns 
in the twentieth, the 
intent 
and result were the same. 
Churchmen 
plead that Rome may 
be 
apared. Their plea is natural 
and under­ 
standable. . 
But 
the N azis are 
in Rome now. They 
hav e shown them selv es as they really are, 
in a 
splurge of brutality and

Milk and Honey Inadequate Diet

bring them to "a land flowing with 
milk and honey : unto the p lace of 
the Canaanites, and the Hittites 
and the Amontes.” 
This ap p arently sounded g ood 
to Moses and his tribe, but p er­ 
sonally I can remember aw ay back 
in Sunday School that I was v ery 
skep tical about milk and honey as 
a steady diet. A t long last, the 
question has been submitted to 
modern scientific arbitrament. For 
reasons that are not too cry stal 
clear to me, the Div ision of Ag ri­ 
cultural Bio-chemistry of the Uni­ 
v ersity of Minnesota has been in­ 
v estig ating how a man would 
thriv e on an ex clusiv ely milk and 
honey diet. 
As I » ay , I do not know why thi» 
question came up as I hav e nev er 
heard of any one since the Ex odus 
p rop osing that men should liv e 
ex clusiv ely on milk and honey , but 
nutritionists hav e a p oetic streak 
in them and it is worth while to 
ex amine the research, 1« cause it 
g iv es an insig ht mto how modern 
nutritionists 
g o 
abo« t 
solv ing 
p roblems. 


Milk Diet Inadeqaate 


An aaclusiv e milk diet for an 
adult is not adequate. One can g et 
enoug h calories out of milk al­ 
thoug h it requires a g ood deal of 
bulk. In a Wisconsin ex p eriment 
station sev eral students liv ed on 
milk alone ex cep t for some orang e 
juice and some added minerals for 
three months. They drank as much 
as they wanted, which was 3 H to 
4 ’a quarts a day . 
They main­ 
tained their weig ht and in fact 
some of them g ained and they all 
felt well and satisfied. 
But milk 
besides 
the 
larg e 
amount required is inadequate in 
iron and in cop p er, mang anese and 
iodine, all necessary for nutrition. 
The Vitamin C is inadequate in 
p asteurized milk: that is why 
orang e juice is added to infant 
feeding . 
Another v itamin, nico 
tinic acid, is low’, and it is low in 
Vitamin D. Vitamin B in milk is 
adequate if enoug h milk to main­ 
tain weig ht is taken. 
The 
Minnesota 
inv estig ators 
casting around for a sing le food 
substance th at would sup p lement 
a milk ration lit on honey . Dark 
honey has four times as much 
caloric v alue as milk, fiv e times as 


much iron, and ha? g ood quanti­ 
ties of Vitamin C, Vitamin B and 
nicotinic acid. Vitamin D is low, 
but adults neec' v ary little Vita­ 
min D. 


Milk and Honey Testa 


Fiv e healthy adults rang ing in 
ag e from 22 to 44 y ears went on a 
diet consisting of one quart of 
milk and 100 g rams of honey a 
day . Some iodine was added, this 
being in Minnesota which is an 
iodine p oor state. The iodine was 
to p rotect ag ainst g oiter and keep 
the thy roid g land satisfied. 
Tests were made ev ery so often 
of the blood of these subjects, and 
a thoroug h p hy sical ex amination 
including a dental ex amination. 
The blood ex aminations deter­ 
mined whether the minerals nec­ 
essary to life— calcium, p hosp ho­ 
rus, mag nesium, etc.,—were p res­ 
ent in p rop er p rop ortions. Also 
whether the v itamins— B, C and 
others—were p resent in the blood 
in the p rop er p rop ortions. This is 
done in all carefully conducted re­ 
searches, and should come as a 
surp rise to those who just g uess 
they need some v itamins or iron 
and call at the drug store for a 
p ackag e: such action is not a 
controlled 'nutritional study . 
During tke test p eriod three of 
the subjects lost weig ht and two 
g ained. The v itamins stay ed p retty 
low in the blood, bat no serious 
sy mp toms of deficiency occurred. 
In g eneral it may be said that 
Moses had his hop es raised too 
hig h by the idea that milk and 
honey is a m entirely adequate diet. 


Q U M TIO N S AND ANSWERS 


M. B .:—I hav e a dog with fol- 
Hetslar mang e and the v eterinary 
tells me to rub medicine on the 
sore. I wonder if a human being 
can catch it. 
Answer: One of the nicest thing s 
about dog s is th a t they hav e dif­ 
ferent diseases from ours. Neither 
distemp er or mang e affects hu­ 
mans. 


E. W. P .:— Is it true that one 
fruit contains more acid than an­ 
other? Can y ou p rint a list of 
acid and non-acid foods and what 
effect they hav e on the body ? 
Answer: 
Most fruits contain 
considerable org anic acids, citric 
acid being the most familiar. As 
eaten they are acid, but they turn 
to an alkaline reaction in the body 
due to ox idation and the formation 
of p otassium bicarbonate. Toma­ 
toes, 
orang es, 
p ears, 
p eaches, 
ap ricots and p ineap p le for this 
reason tend to diminish the acidity 
of the urine; cranberries, p lums 
and p runes tend to increase it on 
account of the larg e amount of 
quinic acid they contain.

And this inv olv es 
certain p rocedures which m ust be 
carefully observ ed.

Seeds p lanted indoors in “flats' 
should be g iv en the benefit of a 
"made to order" 
soiL The ideal 
soil mix ture for starting seeds in­ 
doors consists of equal parts of 
rich g arden loam, clean, coarse 
sand and either leaf mold or peat, 
as illustrated In the accompany ­ 
ing Garden-Graph. 
Seed sav ed from last y ear’s 


plantings should be tested for 
germination 
before 
being used 
The easiest way to do this Is to 
scatter a few of the seeds on a 
piece of white blotting paper. Set 
the paper In a shallow pan of 
water, as Illustrated. 
Cov er the 
first piece of blotting paper with 
a second piece to form a “ seed 
sandwich." Set. the pan of water, 
in a warm room. Check seed in 
three to fiv e day s, and continue to 
check for sev eral weeks. Then, de­ 
pending upon how many seeds 
hav e shown life, decided on sow­ 
ing thickly , thinly or discarding 
the seed entirely for a new and 
fresh supply » -

nizing that the responsibilities tho 
citizen in a democracy must as­ 
sume are heavier and more cru ­ 
cial than ever before, the Board 
of Directors calls the League of 
Women Voters together in con­ 
vention to make decisions which 
it says will be fraught with con­ 
sequences unequaled in its pre­ 
vious history. 
Stripped of the usual enter­ 
tainments, banquets and

seeing trips, it will be a purely 
working convention during which 
the delegates will decide
